HOUSING LOAN 
POLICIES OF FARMERS 
HOME ADMINIS- 
TRATION EXPANDED 


The Housing Act of 1961 
broadens the eligibility require- 
ments for Rural Housing loans, 
stated Mr. Max H. Stone, County 
Supervisor of Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration in Hancock County. 
To be eligible for housing loans in 
the past, Mr. Stone explained, it 
had been necessary that applicants 
be engaged in farming, and now 
families who are living in small 
rural communities of less than 
2500 population or on non-farm 
tracts in rural areas, are eligible 
for Rural Housing assistance just 
as farmers are, provided : they 
otherwise meet the eligibility re- 
quirements. 

Mr. Stone stated such housing 
funds are available to help eligible 
families to modernize homes, add 
bathrooms, modernize kitchens, 
add domestic water supplies, as 
well as enlarge and remodel farm 
homes and service buildings, to- 
gether with related facilities need- 
ed in. their farming operations. 

The County Supervisor explained 
the interest rate on housing loans 
remains at 4 percent and that the 
loans can be scheduled for a re- 
payment period of up to 33 years. 
He stated that after making appli- 
cations for such loans, it is neces. 
gary for the applicant to provide 
building plans, specifications and 
cost estimates. The local County 
Committee determines the eligibi- 
lity of each applicant and certifies 
as to the amount of the loan. Mr. 
Stone further explained that all 
of these loans are secured to the 
extent necessary to protect the 
Government’s interest, and in some 
instances improvement loans may 
be made in amounts less thaff 
$1,500 with a repayment period 
not to exceed 10 years and such 
loans being secured by a promis- 
sory note. 

Other housing loans, of course, 
are secured in each case by a deed 
of trust on land and or chattels of 
the applicant.

The following rules must be fol- 
lowed if your return address is to 
provide the maximum-service bene- 
fits to you: 


1. The proper location is in the 
upper left corner on envelopes, 
cards, labels, tags, and wrappers. 
On second, third and fourth class 
mail of no obvious value, the send- 
er must place “Return Requested” 
below the address or it will not 
be returned if undeliverable. 


2. The return address should be 
complete and legible, including 
the name of the sender, the street 
address or box number, the city 
and the state. In the case of mul- 
tiple dwelling units, the apartment 
or the unit number must be shown. 
In the case of hotels and office 
buildings, the room number should 
be indicated. 


If you habitually follow the 
simple rules, that important letter 
or that valuable parcel will be re- 
turned to you endorsed to show 
why it is undeliverable. 


You will then know with cer- 
tainty when your mailings have 
not reached the addressee and you 
will be able to take whatever cor- 
rective action you think essential.

“There is a general . misunder- 
standing among the mailing public 
that indemnity will be paid by the 
Post Office Departmelit on all los 
br damaged mail,” says Posts F. 
Andy Becker. According to thé 

stmaster, patrons are often dis- 
Jurbed when they present. a damag. 
ed parcel to the post office’ and 
find that no indempity will be paid 
unless the parcel is insured, re- 
gistered, or  collect-on-delivery 
(C. Q. D) 

“Although every effort, is made 
to protect all mail while it is in the 
custody of the postal service”, the 
postmaster said, “unavoidable cir- 
cumstances occasionally occur 
which result in mail being lost or 
damaged. The only way mailers 
may reduce the possibility of finan- 
cial loss on. valuable items is to 
avail themselves of those services 
which pay indemnity such as re- 
gistered, insured, and collect-on- 
delivery. 

The fact that indemnity is not 
paid on ordinary mail, however, 
does not mean that the post office 
has no interest in situations where 
ordinary mail is lost or damaged 
or otherwise improperly handled. 
Postmaster Becker wants it to be 
i known that reports by the public 
‘on loss, rifling, delay, or damage 
to ordinary mail are of the greatest 
value in finding and correcting 
faults in the postal service. 

Complaints concerning the postal 
service may be made in writing to 
'the postmaster or they may be 
{made orally by calling HO-7.6393. 
If the complaint concerns the mis- 
handling of mail, the envelope or 
wrapper should be submitted.
